Srz,—With reference to tho remarks in 
yosterday’s issue as to the efforta of Russia 
to develop the coal. fields, I do not know 
whether you are ‘aware, of the existence of 
vory extensive coal seams within 18 miles of 
Wladiyostock, for’ the ‘working of which‘a 
| company haa beon started and ihe principal 

promoter (Mr Samuel Morrias, 0.2. 

jn Wladivostock making arrangemonts for 
the opening of the seams, which are situated 
in-tho fuco of a hill’ and can be worked by 
alita, thus dispensing with winding and 
pumping tnachinery. I have seen. speci- 
mona ‘of the coal, which is hard*-and 
technically known as splint ; it burns well 
and is stitable-for steaming purposes and

friends. “At a gardon"party they are much 
moro atease and, happy, They can bring 
theirlittle grandchildren to the gardon party.

times attract: This israther acuriousfeature- 
in native society: The grandfather cannot 
cbring out his wifo or his daughter, according 
to native.usage, so he appears in charge of 
his grandchildren. Tho grandfather him- 
self may be of tho mature age of forty-five.’ 
His, married daughter is perhaps about 
twenty-five, and -the. grandchildren. are 
ugualiy under ton years of aye. — Little 
native girls of that age ore exceedingly
